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SEED  ANALYSES  REPORT  —  1946 


THE  VALUE  OF  SEED  INSPECTION 

Under  the  requirements  of  the  Seed  Act,  an  in»P«*i™  is  made  t0 
insure  that  the  seeds  offered  for  sale  are  properly  tagged. 

The  statements  on  these  tags  are  to  inform  the  buyer  of  the  crop 
producing  value  of  the  seed. 

By  selecting  seeds  of  higher  quality  the  farmer  is  enabled  to  grow 
better  crops,  and  realize  higher  financial  returns. 

Seed  inspection  and  analysis  prevents  the  sale  of  seed  containing 
an  excess!^  amount  of  weed  seeds,  as  well  as  seeds  of  noxious  weeds. 

The  inspection  and  analysis  service  further  aims  to  protect  the 
honest  dealer,  who  is  interested  in  marketing  high  quality  seeds  from 
ihe  £shonest  dealer,  who  would  prefer  to  sell  seeds  of  low  quality. 

The  State  inspection  and  analytical  service  applies  to  only  such 
dealers  as  reside  within  the  State,  and  can  offer  no  protection  to  the 
farmer  who  buys  his  seed  from  points  outside  of  the  Commonwealth. 

VISITATIONS  BY  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  have  its  agents 
visit  each  seed  dealer  at  least  once  a  year.    If  the  seed  is  properly 
tagged  at  all  times,  the  seedsmen  will  always  be  ready  for  the  agent. 

The  sale  of  seed  in  a  lot  represented  by  the  sample  examined  and 
found  to  be  below  the  standards  set  up  by  law  may  be  stopped,  and  penal- 
ties of  the  law  imposed  upon  the  seedsmen. 


COOPERATION  OF  SEEDSMEN  GRATIFYING 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  most  of  the  wholesale  anc 
retail  seedsmen  are  cooperating  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Set 
Law.    The  result  is  that  the  farmers  are  receiving  a  better  grade  of  seec 
than  ever  before.    There  are  still  some  farmers  who  are  influenced  by 
price  instead  of  quality,  and  there  are  a  few  seedsmen  who  handle  poor 
grades  of  seed. 

During  the  year  1946,  the  Seed  Laboratory  examined  1,764  samples  of 
seed.    Included  in  this  lot  were  samples  collected  by  the  seed  agents, 
those  received  from  seed  dealers  and  farmers  in  the  State,  those  repre- 
senting a  part  of  the  seed  certification  activities  of  this  Bureau,  and 
some  from  other  State  agencies. 


THE  SEED  LAW 

The  Pennsylvania  Seed  Law  requires  that  all  farm  seeds  sold,  offered 
or  exposed  for  sale  in  quantities  of  ten  pounds  or  more,  must  be  tagged. 
The  tag  must  show  the  purity  analyses  and  the  percentage  of  germination 
with  the  date  when  the  germination  test  was  made.    The  seedsman  may  de- 
liver the  tag  to  the  purchaser,  or  tag  the  bag  or  container  in  which  the 
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seeds  are  exposed  or  offered  for  sale.    It  is  the  duty  of  the  seedsman 
who  displays  or  offers  the  seed  for  sale,  to  make  sure  that  the  tag  is 
attached  to  the  bag  or  container  in  a  conspicuous  place  where  the 
purchaser  may  see  it. 

Both  the  wholesaler  and  retailer  within  the  State  are  responsible 
for  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Law.    The  retailer 
3hould  demand  that  the  wholesaler  tag  the  bag  and  furnish  the  required 
information  regarding  the  seed.    If  the  retailer  suspects  that  the  seed 
is  not  properly  labeled,  or  is  not  of  good  quality,  he  should  have  it 
tested.    This  may  be  done  by  sending  a  sample  to  a  commercial  seed  labo- 
ratory or,  with  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  per  sample,  to  the  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  LABELING  SEED 

It  is  a  violation  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Law,  to  sell  or  offer 
for  sale  agricultural  seeds,  unless  the  tag  bears  in  legible  form  the 
following  information: 

(A)  UNMIXED  SEED.    Ten  Pounds  or  More 

(1)  Common  name  of  seed 

(2)  Percentage  of  pure  seed 

(3)  Percentage  of  weed  seed 

(A.)    Name  and  number  per  ounce  of  the  noxious  weed 
seeds  present 

(5)  Percentage  of  germination  with  date  when  test  was 

made 

(6)  Name  and  address  of  vendor 

(B)  MIXED  SEED.    Ten  Pounds  or  More 

(1)  That  the  seed  is  a  mixture 

(2)  Name  and  percentage  of  each  kind  of  agricultural 

seed  present  in  excess  of  five  per  cent  of  total 
mixture 

(3)  Percentage  of  weed  seed 

(4)  Name  and  number  per  ounce  of  each  kind  of  noxious 

weed  seed  present  in  excess  of  one  in  each 
fifteen  grams 

(5)  Percentage  of  germination  of  each  kind  of  agri- 

cultural seed  in  excess  of  five  per  cent,  with 
date  of  germination 

(6)  Name  and  address  of  vendor 

(C)  SPECIAL  MIXTURES.    Eight  Ounces  or  More 

(1)  That  such  seed  is  a  mixture 

(2)  Name  of  each  kind  of  agricultural  seed  present  in 

excess  of  five  per  cent  of  total  mixture 

(3)  Percentage  of  weed  seed 

(4)  Percentage  of  inert  matter 

(5)  Name  and  number  per  ounce  of  each  kind  of  noxious 

weed  seed  present,  singly  or  collectively  in 
excess  of  one  in  each  fifteen  grams 

(6)  Name  and  address  of  vendor 


The  Seed  Law  prohibits  the  sale  of  the  following: 
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(A)  Seed  containing  more  than  three  per  cent  weed  seeds 

(B)  Seed  containing  seeds  of  dodder  or  Canada  thistle  in 

excess  of  one  in  five  grams  of  seed 

PENALTY 

A  violation  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Law  is  a  misdemeanor  for  which 
a  maximum  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars  may  be  imposed. 

REGULATIONS  UNDER  THE  PENNSYLVANIA  SEED  ACT 

RULES.  -  The  rules  of  testing  seeds,  as  adopted  by  the  Association 
of  Official  Seed  Analysts  under  date  of  July,  19U,  or  any  later  re- 
visions, shall  be  followed  in  the  taking  of  samples,  analysis  procedure 
and  germination  tests. 

CONDITION  OF  SEEDS  FOR  TESTING.  -  Only  unmixed,  cleaned  agricultur- 
al seeds,  as  defined  in  Section  1  of  the  Seed  Act,  will  be  tested. 

AMOUNT  TESTED.  -  A  fair-size  sample  should  be  sent  -  about  1/8 
pound  of  small  seeds  and  1/2  pound  of  seeds  as  large  as,  or  larger 
than,  wheat. 

TRANSPORTATION  OF  SEEDS.  -  Samples  sent  by  mail  or  express  must  be 
prepaid,  and  enclosed  in  strong  containers  addressed  to  the  Seed 
Laboratory,  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  Harrisburg,  Pa. 

NAMES  OF  SEED.  -  Eac'    sample  must  bear  the  name  of  the  seed  and  the 
name  and  address  of  the  sender. 

TYPE  OF  TEST.  -  A  statement  must  accompany  the  sample  telling  what 
kind  of  test  is  desired,  whether  purity  test,  germination  test,  or  both. 

FEE    -  A  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  must  accompany  the  sample.  No 
test  will  be  made  until  the  fee  is  paid.    Postage  stamps  will  not  be 
accepted. 

STATEMENT.  -  A  statement  should  be  made  whether  the  seeds  tested 
are  for  sale  or  whether  the  test  is  for  guidance  in  planting. 

PROHIBITION.  -  (a)    Seeds,  the  analysis  of  which  is  already  known, 
should  not  be  sent  for  test  unless  there  is  suspicion  that  the  law  is 
being  violated,  in  which  case  a  copy  of  the  analysis  given  by  the  dealer 
should  accompany  the  sample. 

fb)    The  name  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  must  in  no  way  be 
used  for  advertising  purposes.    The  test  and  analysis,  however,  may  be 
used  for  labeling  purposes. 

(c)  Not  more  than  five  samples  will  be  tested  in  one  month  for  any 
one  person,  firm  or  corporation. 

(d)  Samples  to  be  tested  should  be  sent  to  the  Bureau  at  least  30 
days  before  seeds  are  to  be  planted  or  sold.
